PREFACE. 



At the Eighth Annual Session of the National Grange, held in 
Charleston, S. C, in February, 1875, the Worthy Master, in his 
Annual Address, made the following recommendation : 

"That our members may know the laws and usages they are 
obligated to obey, I deem it advisable that, at an early day, a Digest 
of our Constitution, laws, usages, and rulings be prepared, under 
proper supervision, and published in book form. It could not faif 
of a hearty welcome from all members, and especially all officers^ 
and would supply a long-felt and increasing want." 

Accordingly a committee was appointed to perform this work, and 
their report was submitted to the National Grange at its Ninth An- 
nual Session. In order to include the important legislation of that 
session, and especially the amendments to the Constitution then pro- 
posed, the work was placed in the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee, with instructions to have such corrections made as might be 
rendered necessary thereby, and to have the same published as sooa 
thereafter as possible. 

These corrections were carefully made, and the Executive Com* 
mittee presented the same to the National Grange for consideratioa 
and approval, at the Tenth Annual Session. At this session the 
National Grange adopted the following resolution : 

*^ Resohedf That the Digest be now referred to the Executive 
Committee, with instructions to correct and complete the same in 
order to make it conform to the laws and rulings of the National 
Grange at the time of publication, and have the same published as 
the authority of the National Grange." 

The Executive Committee has corrected and completed the Digest, 
and the accompanying work may, therefore, be confidently relied 
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Upon as containing all the laws, decisions, and rulings of the Na- 
tional Grange up to the present time. 

The plan adopted is believed to be that, best suited to the purpose 
for which the work is designed — a hand-book for ready reference. 
The text of the Constitution, By-laws, Declaration of Purposes, Ded- 
ication of Grange Halls, Installation Ceremony, Funeral Ceremony, 
and Parliamentary Guide is given in full. The Digest is divided into 
seven chapters, the subjects of which will be found to classify the 
entire body of our law. The classification is believed to be philos- 
ophical and exhaustive, embracing, under appropriate heads, the 
various provisions of the Constitution and By-laws, as well as the 
Enactments of the National Grange, the Decisions of the Master, 
and the Rulings of the Court of Appeals, affirmed and adopted by 
the National Grange. The whole is supplemented by an alphabet- 
ical and analytical index, which, together with the marginal refer- 
ences, will enable the reader to find, without difficulty, the law upon 
any particular subject. The plan of the work will be seen at a 
glance, upon an examination of the analysis prefixed to each chap- 
ter of the Digest.

An Act to Incorporate the National Grange of the Patrons 

OF Husbandry. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

Sec. I. That John T. Jones, D. Wyatt Aiken, Edward R. Shank- 
land, Dudley T. Chase, Alonzo Golder, William H. Chambers, 
Oliver H. Kelley, John R. Thompson, A. B. Grosh, John Trimble, 
Jr., F. M. McDowell, Dudley W. Adams, William M. Ireland, and 
D. A. Robertson, their associates and successors, are hereby created 
a body corporate and politic by the name of the National Grange 
of the Patrons of Husbandry, and by that name shall have power 
to purchase, hold, and grant real and personal and mixed estate, 
and shall have perpetual succession, and by said corporate name 
shall have power to make contracts, sue and be sued, and may have 
and use a common seal, with power to alter it at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The object of the corporation hereby created is the pro- 
motion of agricultural and other kindred pursuits by inducing co- 
operation among farmers and those alike interested for their mutual 
benefit and improvement, and to this end to act as the controlling 
body of the order known as ** The Patrons of Husbandry," an order 
organized in the United States for the purposes aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. That the organization of the Patrons of Husbandry 
shall be and remain as now existing, until otherwise changed or 
modified, according to the rules and regulations of said order. 

Sec. 4. That the Constitution of the Order of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry shall be and remain the Constitution of said order until 
otherwise amended or altered in the mode provided in said instru- 
ment. 
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Sec. 5. That the present By-laws of the National Grange shall 
constitute the By-laws of the corporation hereby created, subject 
to be altered and amended as provided in the same. 

Sec. 6. That any amendments made to said Constitution and By- 
laws shall conform to the Constitution of the United States and of 
this State, otherwise they shall be null and void. 

Sec. 7. That the said National Grange of the Patrons of Hus- 
bandry may hold its annual or called meetings in any of the States 
or Territories of the United States, and the proceedings of such 
meetings shall have the same force and effect in this State as if said 
meetings were held and proceedings had in this State. 

Sec. 8. That said corporation may transact any of its legitimate 
business in other State or Territory of the United States, not incon- 
sistent with the Constitution and Laws of such State or Territory. 

Sec. 9. The following members are named as the present execu- 
tive officers of the National Grange hereby mcorporated : John T. 
Jones, of Barton, Arkansas, Master; O. H. Kelley, of Louisville, 
Kentucky, Secretary ; F. M. McDowell, of Wayne, New York, 
Treasurer ; D. Wyatt Aiken, of Cokesbury, South Carolina, E. R. 
Shankland, of Dubuque, Iowa, Dudley T. Chase, of Claremont, 
New Hampshire, Alonzo Golder, of Rock Falls, Illinois, W. H. 
Chambers, of Oswichee, Alabama, members of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Sec. 10. That this act shall take effect from the date of its passage.

DECLARATION OF PURPOSES. 



PREAMBLE. 

Profoundly impressed with the truth that the National Grange of 
the United States should definitely proclaim to the world its general 
objects, we hereby unanimously make this Declaration of Purposes 
of the Patrons of Husbandry : 

GENERAL OBJECTS. 

1. United by the strong and faithful tie of Agriculture, we mu- 
tually resolve to labor for the good of our Order, our country, and 
mankind. 

2. We heartily endorse the motto, **In essentials, unity; in non- 
•essentials, liberty ; in all things, charity." 

SPECIFIC OBJECTS. 

3. We shall endeavor to advance our cause by laboring to accom- 
plish the following objects : 

To develop a better and higher manhood and womanhood among 
ourselves. To enhance the comforts and attractions of our homes, 
and strengthen our attachments to our pursuits. To foster mutual 
understanding and co-operation. To maintain inviolate our laws, 
and to emulate each other in labor, to hasten the good time coming. 
To reduce our expenses, both individual and corporate. To buy 
less and produce more, in order to make our farms self-sustaining. 
To diversify our crops, and crop no more than we can cultivate. To 
-condense the weight of our exports, selling less in the bushel and 
more on hoof and in fleece ; less in lint, and more in warp and woof. 
To systematize our work, and calculate intelligently on probabilities. 
To discountenance the credit system, the mortgage system, the 
fashion system, and every other system tending to prodigality and 
bankruptcy. 
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3 DECLARATION OF PURPOSES. 

We propose meeting together, talking together, working together^ 
buying together, selling together, and, in general, acting together 
for our mutual protection and advancement, as occasion may require. 
We shall avoid litigation as much as possible by arbitration in the 
Grange. We shall constantly strive to secure entire harmony, good 
will, vital brotherhood among ourselves, and to make our Order per- 
petual. We shall earnestly endeavor to suppress personal, local,, 
sectional, and national prejudices, all unhealthy rivalry, all selfish 
ambition. Faithful adherence to these principles will insure our 
mental, moral, social, and material advancement. 

BUSINESS RELATIONS. 

4. For our business interests, we desire to bring producers and 
consumers, farmers and manufacturers, into the most direct and 
friendly relations possible. Hence, we must dispense with a surplus 
of middlemen, not that we are unfriendly to them, but we do not 
need theqa. Their surplus and their exactions diminish our profits^ 

We wage no aggressive warfare against any other interests what- 
ever. On the contrary, all our acts and all our efforts, so far as bus- 
iness is concerned, are not, only for the benefit of the producer and 
consumer, but also for all other interests that tend to bring these two 
parties into speedy and economical contact. Hence we hold that 
transportation companies of every kind are necessary to our success^ 
that their interests are intimately connected with our interests, and 
harmonious action is mutually advantageous, keeping in view the 
first sentence in our declaration of principles of action, that ** Indi- 
vidual happiness depends upon general prosperity." 

We shall, therefore, advocate for every State the increase in every^ 
practicable way, of all facilities for transporting cheaply to the sea- 
board, or between home producers and consumers, all the produc- 
tions of our country. We adopt it as our fixed purpose to " open 
out the channels in nature's great arteries, that the life-blood of 
commerce may flow freely." 

We are not enemies of railroads, navigable and irrigating canals,, 
nor of any corporation that will advance our industrial interests, nor 
of any laboring classes. 

In our noble Order there is no communism, no agrarianism. 

We are opposed to such spirit and management of any corpora- 
tion or enterprise as tends to oppress the people and rob them of 
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BECLARATION OF PURPOSES. ^ 

their just profits. We are not enemies to capital, but we oppose 
the tyranny of monopolies. We long to see the antagonism between 
capital and labor removed by common consent, and by an enlight- 
ened statesmanship worthy of the nineteenth century. We are op- 
posed to excessive salaries, high rates of interest, and exorbitant 
per cent, profits in trade. They greatly increase our burdens, and 
;' do not bear a proper proportion to the profits of producers. We 

I desire only self-protection, and the protection of every true interest 

I of our land, by legitimate transactions, legitimate trade, and legiti- 

f mate profits. 

EDUCATION. 

We shall advance the cause of education among ourselves, and for 
our children, by all just means within our power. We especially 
advocate for our agricultural and industrial colleges, that practical 
agriculture, domestic science, and all the arts which adorn the home, 
be taught in their courses of study. 

THE GRANGE NOT PARTISAN. 

5. We emphatically and sincerely assert the oft-repeated truth 
taught in our organic law, that the Grange — National, State, or Sub- 
ordinate — is not A political or party organization. No Grange, if 
true to its obligations, can discuss political or religious questions, 
nor call political conventions, nor nominate candidates, nor even 
discuss their merits in its meetings. 

Yet the principles we teach underlie all true politics, all true 
statesmanship, and, if properly carried out, will tend to purify the 
whole political atmosphere of our country. For we seek the greats 
est good to the greatest number. 

We must always bear in mind that no one, by becoming a Patron, 
of Husbandry, gives up that inalienable right and duty which be- 
longs to every American citizen, to take a proper interest in the 
politics of his country. 

On the contrary, it is right for every member to do all in his- 
power legitimately to influence for good the action of any political 
party to which he belongs. It is his duty to do all he can in his- 
own party to put down bribery, corruption, and trickery ; to see 
that none but competent, faithful, and honest men, who will un- 
flinchingly stand by our industrial interests, are nominated for 
all positions of trust ; and to have carried out the principle which 
should always characterize every Patron, that 
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THE OFFICE SHOULD SEEK THE MAN, AND NOT THE MAN THE OFFICE. 

We acknowledge the broad principle that difference of opinion 
is no crime, and hold that ** progress toward truth is made by differ- 
•ences of opinion," while ** the fault lies in bitterness of controversy." 

We desire a proper equality, equity, and fairness ; protection for 
the weak; restraint upon the strong ; in short, justly distributed bur- 
<iens and justly distributed power. These are American ideas, the 
very essence of American indeptendence, and to advocate the con- 
trary is unworthy of the sons and daughters of an American republic. 

We cherish the belief that sectionalism is, and of right should ^ 

be, dead and buried with the past. Our work is for the present and 
the future. In our agricultural brotherhood and its purposes we ■ 

shall recognize no North, no South, no East, no West. 

It is reserved by every Patron, as the right of a freeman, to affili- 
ate with any party that will best carry out his principles. 

OUTSIDE CO-OPERATION. 

6. Ours being peculiarly a farmers' institution, we can not admit 
^1 to our ranks. 

Many are excluded by the nature of our organization, not because 
they are professional men, or artisans, or laborers, but because they 
have not a sufficient direct interest in tilling the soil, or may have 
some interest in conflict with our purposes. But we appeal to all 
good citizens for their cordial co-operation to assist in our efforts 
toward reform, that we may eventually remove from our midst the 
last vestige of tyranny and corruption. 

We hail the general desire for fraternal harmony, equitable com- 
promises, and earnest co-operation, as an omen of our future success. 

CONCLUSION. 

7. It shall be an abiding principle with us to relieve any of our 
oppressed and suffering brotherhood by any means at our command. - 

Last, but not least, we proclaim it among our purposes to incul- 
cate a proper appreciation of the abilities and sphere of woman, as 
is indicated by admitting her to membership and position in our 
Order. 

Imploring the continued assistance of our Divine Master to guide 
-us in our work, we here pledge ourselves to faithful and harmonious 
labor for all future time, to return by our united efforts to the wis- 
<iom, justice, fraternity, and political purity of our forefathers. 
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PREAMBLE. 



Human happiness is the acme of earthly ambition. Individual 
happiness depends upon general prosperity. 

The prosperity of a nation is in proportion to the value of its pro- 
ductions. 

The soil is the source from whence we derive all that constitutes 
wealth ; without it we would have no agriculture, no manufactures, 
no commerce. Of all the material gifts of the Creator, the various 
productions pf the vegetable world are of the first importance. The art 
of agriculture is the parent and precursor of all arts, and its products 
the foundation of all wealth. 

The productions of the earth are subject to the influence of nat- 
ural laws, invariable and indisputable ; the amount produced will 
consequently be in proportion to the intelligence of the producer, 
and success will depend upon his knowledge of the action of these 
laws, and the proper application of their principles. 

Hence, knowledge is the foundation of happiness. 

The ultimate object of this organization is for mutual instruction 
and protection, to lighten labor by diffusing a knowledge of its aims 
^nd purposes, expand the mind by tracing the beautiful laws the 
Great Creator has established in the Universe, and to enlarge our 
views of creative wisdom and power. 

To those who read aright, history proves that in all ages society 
is fragmentary, and successful results of general welfare can be se- 
cured only by general effort. Unity of action can not be acquired 
without discipline, and discipline can not be enforced without sig. 
nificant organization ; hence we have a ceremony of initiation which 
binds us in mutual fraternity as with a band of iron ; but, although 
its influence is so powerful, its application is as gentle as that of 
the silken thread that binds a wreath of flowers. 
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CONSTITUTION. 



Article I. — Organization. 

SUBORDINATE GRANGES. 



First Degree — Laborer (man), Maid (woman). 
Second Degree — Cultivator (man), Shepherdess (woman), 
TtUrd Degree — Harvester (man), Gleaner (woman). 
Fourth Degree — Husbandman (man), Matron (woman)* 



DISTRICT AND COUNTY GRANGES. 

Fifth Degree — ^There may be established District or County Granges 
in the fifth degree, not to exceed one in each county, composed of 
Masters and Past Masters of Subordinate Granges, and their wives^ 
who are Matrons, and such fourth degree members as may be elected 
thereto by the Subordinate Granges, under such regulations as 
may be established by State Granges. Such District or County 
Granges shall have charge of the education and business interests 
of the Order in their respective districts ; and shall encourage, 
strengthen, and aid the Subordinate Granges represented therein. 
Dispensations for such District or County Granges shall issue

from the State Grange, and under such regulations as the State 
Grange may adopt. 

STATE GRANGE. 

Sec. I. Fifth Degree — Pomona (Hope). Composed of the Mas- 
ters and Past Masters of Subordinate Granges, and their wives who 
are Matrons ; provided that Past Masters and their wives, who are 
Matrons shall be honorary members, eligible to of&ce, but not en> 
titled to vote; and provided that when the number of Subordinate 
Granges in any State becomes so great as to render it necessary, the 
State Grange may, in such manner as it may determine, reduce its 
representatives by providing for the election of a certain proportion 
of those entitled to membership in the State Grange from each 
county, and the members so chosen shall constitute the voting mem- 
bers of the State Grange. 

Sec. 2. The wives of the deleg^ates elected to the State Grange, 
as provided for in the preceding section, if Matrons, shall be voting 
members of that body. 

NATIONAL GRANGE. 

Sixth Degree, — Flora (Charity). Composed of Masters and Past 
Masters of the State Granges, and their wives who have taken the 
degree of Pomona, and the officers and members of the Executive 
Committee of the National Grange. Provided that only those mem- 
bers of the National Grange who are Masters of State Granges, and 
their wives who are Matrons, shall be entitled to vote therein ; and 
provided further, that Past Masters and their wives, who have taken 
the degree of Pomona, and all former members of the National 
Grange, shall be honorary members of the National Grange, eligible 
to office therein, but shall not be entitled to vote. 
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Seventh Degree — Ceres (Faith). Members of -the National Grange 
who have served one year therein may become members of this de» 
gree upon application and election. It has charge of the secret 
work of the order, and shall be a court of impeachment of all o€5- 
ccrs of the National Grange. Members of this degree are honorary 
members of the National Grange, and are eligible to office therein,, 
but not entitled to vote. 

Article II — Officers. 

Sec. I. The officers of a Grange, either National, State, District,, 
or Subordinate, consist of and rank as follows : Master, Overseer, 
Lecturer, Steward, Assistant Steward, Chaplain, Treasurer, Secre- 
tary, Gate-keeper, Ceres, Pomona, Flora, and Lady Assistant Stew- 
ard. It is their duty to see that the laws of the Order are carried 
out. 

Sec. 2. How Chosen. — In the Subordinate Granges they shall be 
chosen annually at the regular meeting in December, and installed 
at the regular meeting in January, or as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble ; in the District Grange annually, at such time as each District 
Grange may determine ; in the S^te Granges once in two years ',. 
and in the National Grange once in two years. All elections to be- 
by ballot. Any fourth degree member, in good standing, shall be 
eligible to office, or fo receive the degrees, in the County, District, 
State, or National Grange, within whose jurisdiction such member 
may reside, but shall not be entitled to vote. Vacancies by death 
or resignation to be filled at a special election at the next regular 
meeting thereof — officers so chosen to serve until the annual meeting. 

Sec. 3. The Master of the National Grange may appoint mem- 
bers of the Order as deputies, to organize Granges where no State 
Grange exists. 

Sec. 4. There shall be an Executive Committee of the National. 
Grange, C9nsisting of three members, whose term of office shall be 
two years. The Master of the National Grange shall be, ex officio, 
a member of the Executive Committee, but shall not be entitled to 
vote, except in case of a tie vote. 

Sec. 5. The officers of the respective Granges shall be addressed 
as «* WORTHY." 
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. Article III— Meetings. 

Sec. I. Subordinate Granges shall meet at least once each months 
and may hold- intermediate meetings. 

Sec. 2. State Granges shall meet annually at such time and place 
as the Grange shall from year to year determine. 

Sec. 3. The National Grange shall meet annually on the third Wed- 
nesday in November, at such place as the Grange may from year to 
year determine. Should the National Grange adjourn without se- 
lecting the place of meeting, the Executive Committee shall appoint, 
the place and notify the Secretary of the National Grange and the 
Masters of State Granges, at least thirty days before the day ap- 
pointed. 

Article IV. — Laws. 

The National Grange, at its annual session, may frame, amend, 
or repeal such laws as the good of the Order may require. All laws 
of State and Subordinate Granges must conform to this Constitution 
and the laws adopted by the National Grange. 

Article V.— Ritual. 

The Ritual adopted by the National Grange shall be used in all 
Subordinate Granges, and any desired alteration in the same must be 
submitted to, and receive the sanction of, the National Grange. 

Article VI— Membership. 

Any person engaged in agricultual pursuits and having no interest 
in conflict with our purposes, of the age of sixteen years, duly pro- 
posed, elected, and complying with the rules and regulations of the 
Order, is entitled to membership and the benefit of the degrees 
taken. Every application must be accompanied by the fee of mem- 
bership. If rejected, the money will be refunded, and no petition 
shall be received from a rejected applicant until six months shall 
have elapsed after such rejection. Applications must be certified 
by members, and balloted for at a subsequent meeting. It shall re- 
quire three negative votes to reject an applicant. 

Article VII. — Fees for Membership. 

The minimum fee for membership in a Subordinate Grange 
shall be, for men three dollars, and for women one dollar for the 
four degrees. 
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Article VIII—Dues. 

Sec. I. The minimum of regular monthly dues shall be ten cents 
from each member, and each Grange may otherwise regulate its 
«wn dues. 

Sec. 2. The . Secretary of each Subordinate Grange shall report 
quarterly to the Secretary of his State Grange the number of per- 
sons initiated since his last report, and also the number who, by 
death, expulsion, removal, or otherwise, have ceased to be members 
within the same time ; and shall pay to the Secretary of the State 
Grange such an amount of dues on each member, and fees for each 
person initiated, during the quarter, as the State Grange may deter- 
mine ; provided that any State Grange may require such reports and 
payments to be made through the Secretaries of the County Granges. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of the State Grange shall pay to the Treas- 
urer of the State Grange all moneys coming into his hands, at least 
once every thirty days, taking his receipt therefor ; and shall report 
quarterly, to the Secretary of the National Grange, the membership 
in the State. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer of each State Grange shall deposit to the 
credit of the National Grange of Patrons of Husbandry, with some 
Banking or Trust Company (to be selected by the Executive Com- 
mittee), in quarterly instalments, the annual due of five cents for 
each member in his State, and forward the receipts for the same to 
the Treasurer of the National Grange. 

Sec. 5. All moneys deposited with said company shall be paid 
out only upon the drafts of the Treasurer, approved by the Master, 
and countersigned by the Secretary. 

Sec. 6. No State Grange shall be entitled to representation in the 
National Grange whose dues are unpaid for more than one quarter. 

Article IX.— Charters and Dispensations. 

Sec. I. All Charters and Dispensations issue directly from the 
National Grange. 

Sec. 2. Nine men and four women, having received the four Sub- 
ordinate Degrees, may receive a Dispensation to organize a Subor- 
dinate Grange. 

Sec. 3. Applications for Dispensations or Charters shall be made 
to the Secretary of the National Grange, and be signed by the persons 
applying for the same, and be accompanied by a fee of fifteen dollars. 
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Sec. 4. Charter members are those persons only whose names are 
upon the application, and whose fees were paid at the time of 
organization. Their number shall not be less than nine men and 
four women, nor more than twenty men and twenty women. 

Sec. 5. Fifteen Subordinate Granges working in a State can apply 
for authority to organize a State Grange. 

Sec, 6. Where State Granges are organized. Dispensations for the 
organization of the Subordinate Granges, heretofore issued, shall be 
replaced by Charters from the National Grange without further fee ; 
and thereafter all applications for Charters for Subordinate Granges 
shall pass through the office of the Master of the State Grange, and 
must be approved by him before they are issued by the National 
Grange. When so issued, the Charter shall pass through tlie office 
of the Secretary of the State Grange, and receive the signature and 
official seal of that office. ' 

Sec. 7. No Grange shall confer more than two degrees on the 
same person at the same meeting. 

Article X. — Duties of Officers. 

The duties of the officers of the National, State, and Subordinate 
Granges shall be prescribed by the laws of the same. 

Article XI— Treasurers. 

Sec. I. The Treasurers of the National, State, and Subordinate 
Granges shall give bonds, to be approved by the officers of their 
respective Granges. 

Sec. 2. In all Granges bills must be approved by the Master, and 
countersigned by the Secretary, before the Treasurer can pay the 
same. 

Article XII— Restrictions. 

Religious or political questions will not be tolerated as subjects 
of discussion in the work of the Order, and no political or religious 
tests for membership shall be applied. 

Article XIIT 

The Master of the National Grange and the members of the 
Executive Committee shall te empowered to suspend from office 
any officer of the National Grange who may prove inefficient or 
derelict in the discharge of his duty, subject to appeal to the next 
session thereafter of the National Grange. 

B 
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Article XIV. — Amendments. 

This Constitution can be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
of the National Grange at any annual meeting, and when such alter- 
ation or amendment shall have been ratified by three*fourths of 
the State Granges, and the same reported to the Secretary of the 
National Grange, it shall be of Aill force. 
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Article I. 

The fourth day of December, the birthday of the Patrons of 
Husbandry, shall be celebrated as the anniversary of the Order. 

Article II. 

Not less than a majority of the State Granges entitled to repre- 
sentation in the National Grange shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 

Article III. 

Sec. I. Questions of law or usage arising in a Subordinate Grange, 
or referred to the Master thereof by any member thereof, shall be 
decided by the Master of such Subordinate Grange, subject to an 
appeal to the Master of the State Grange. 

Sec. 2. Questions of law or usage arising in the State Grange, or 
referred to the Master thereof by any member thereof, or brought 
by appeal from the decision of a Master of a Subordinate Grange, 
shall be decided by the Master of the State Grange, subject to an 
appeal to the Master of the National Grange. 

Sec. 3. Questions of law or usage arising in the National Grange, 
or referred to the Master thereof by any member of the National 
Grange, or brought by appeal from the decision of a Master of a 
State Grange, shall be decided by the Master of the National 
Grange, whose decision thereon shall be final. 

Article IV. 

Sec. I. It shall be the duty of the Master to preside at meetings 
of the National Grange ; to see that all officers and members of the 
committees properly perform their respective duties ; to see that the 
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Constitution, By-laws, and resolutions of the National Grange, and 
the usages of the Order are observed and obeyed, and generally to 
perform all duties pertaining to such ofiRce. 

Sec. 2. The Master and the Executive Committee shall constitute 
a Court of Appeals, to which shall be referred all appeals taken 
to the National Grange. Said court shall try all causes which may 
be brought before it, at its first sitting thereafter, but may continue 
tlie same when in its judgment justice requires it. It shall pre- 
serve a record of its proceedings, in which the opinions of the court 
shall be set forth. 

Article V. 

Sec. I. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record of 
all proceedings of the National Grange; to keep a just and true 
account of all moneys received and deposited by him in the fiscal 
agency ; to countersign all drafts drawn by the Treasurer ; to con- 
duct the correspondence of the National Grange ; and to perform 
such other duties appertaining to his office as may be required by 
the Master and Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. It shall be his duty, at least once each week, to deposit 
with the fiscal agency holding the funds of the National Grange all 
moneys that may have come into his hands, and forward a duplicate 
receipt therefor to the Treasurer, and to make a full report of all 
transactions to the National Grange at each annual session. 

Sec. 3. It shall be his further duty to procure a monthly report 
from the fiscal agency, with whom the funds of the National Grange 
are deposited, of all moneys received and paid out by them during 
each month, and send a copy of such report to the Executive' Com- 
mittee and the Master of the National Grange. 

Sec. 4. He shall give bond in such sum and with such security as 
may be approved by the Executive Committee. 

Article VI. 

Sec. I. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to issue all drafts 
upon the fiscal agency of the Order, said drafts having been previ- 
ously approved by the Master and countersigned by the Secretary 
of the National Grange. 

Sec. 2. He shall report monthly to the Master of the National 
Grange a statement of all moneys deposited to his credit in the 
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fiscal agency, and of all drafts signed by him during the previous month. 

Sec. 3. He shall report to the National Grange at each annual 
session a statement of all moneys deposited in the fiscal agency, and 
of all drafts signed by him since his last annual report. 

Sec. 4. It shall be his duty to collect all interest accruing on in- 
vestments made by the Executive Committee, and to deposit the 

same in the fiscal agency. 

Article VII. 

It shall be the duty of the Lecturer to visit, for the good of the 
Order, such portions of the United States as the Master or the Ex- 
ecutive Committee may direct, for which services he shall receive 

compensation. 

Article VIIT. 

Sec. I. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to exercise 
a general supervision of the affairs of the Order during the recess^ 
of the National Grange. They shall have authority to act on all. 
matters of interest to the Order when the National Grange is not in 
session ; shall provide for the welfare of the Order in business mat- 
ters ; and no disbursements, not excepting salaries, shall be made 
except by the order of the Committee ; and shall report their acts in 
detail to the National Grange on the first day of its annual meetings 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall hold one regular session 
in each year, four days before the annual session of the National 
Grange, at the place selected for holding such session, at which 
meeting the Secretary and Treasurer shall be present with their 
books and accounts for examination by the Executive Committee. 
It may also hold other meetings, when in the opinion of the Master 
or of any two members of the Executive Committee, such meeting 
may be necessary for the good of the Order. 

Article IX. 

Sec. I. Such compensation for time and service shall be given the 
Master, Lecturer, Secretary, Treasurer, and Executive Committee as 
the National Grange may, from time to time, determine. 

Sec. 2. Whenever General Deputies are appointed by the Master 
of the National Grange, said Deputies shall receive such compensa- 
tion for time and services as may be determined by the Master and 
the Executive Committee ; provided, in no case shall pay from the 
National Grange be given General Deputies in any State after the 
formation of its State Grange. 
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Article X. 

Sec. I. The financial reports of Subordinate Granges shall be 
made on the first day of January, the first day of April, the first 
day of July, and the first day of October. 

Sec. 2. State Granges shall date their financial existence three 
months after the first day of January, first day of April, first day of 
July, and first day of October immediately following their organ- 
ization. 

Sec. 3. The financial year of the National Grange shall close on 
the 30th day of September. 

Article XL 

Each session of the National Grange shall fix the compensation 
of its members. 

Article XII. 

Special meetings of the National Grange shall be called by the 
Master upon the application of the Masters of twenty State Granges, 
one month's notice of such meeting being given to all members of 
the National Grange. No alterations or amendments of the By-laws 
or Ritual shall be made at any special meeting. 

Article XIII. 

Upon the demand of five members, the ayes and' noes may be 
called on any question, and when so called shall be entered by the 
Secretary upon his minutes. 

Article XIV.. 

Past Masters are Masters who have been duly elected and installed, 
and who have served out the term for which they were elected. 

Article XV. 
Vacancies in office may be filled at any regular meeting of the 

Grange. 

Article XVI. 

Two or more Subordinate Granges may be consolidated in the 
manner following, to-wit : 

Application for permission to consolidate shall be made to the Mas- 
ter of the State Grange and his consent obtained. One of the con- 
solidating Granges shall then vote to surrender its charter and to 
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consolidate with the other ; and the other must vote to receive all 
members of the surrendering Grange. 

A copy of each vote, duly authenticated, must be transmitted to 
the Secretary of the State Grange, and the surrendered charter must 
be returned to the National Grange through the office of the Secre- 
tary of the State Grange, with the fact and date of its surrender 
and consolidation endorsed thereon, authenticated by the seal and 
signature of the Secretary of the State Grange; provided, that 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to authorize the surren- 
der of the charter of a Grange in which nine men and four women 
shall desire to continue the organization thereof. 

Article XVII. 

Sec. I. In case satisfactory evidence come to the Master of a State 
Grange that a Grange has been organized contrary to the laws and 
usages of the Order, or is working in violation of the same, or is in 
arrears for dues for two or more quarters, it shall be the duty of the 
Master to suspend or revoke the charter of such offending Grange, 
if in his opinion the good of the Order requires such action. 

Sec. 2. Granges whose charters are thus revoked may appeal to 
the National Grange at its next session for the final action of that 
body. 

Article XVIII. 

Members of the State and Subordinate Granges shall be amenable 
to their respective Granges under such regulations as may be pre- 
scribed by the State Granges for the trial of causes in their respec- 
tive jurisdictions ; provided that members of the Subordinate Granges 
shall be allowed the right of appeal to their State Granges, iind mem- 
bers of the State Grange shall be allowed the right of appeal to the 
Court of Appeals. 

Article XIX. 

Each officer required by law to report to the National Grange at 
its annual sessions shall furnish, in connection with his report, an 
itemized statement of the expenses of his office for the current year. 

Article XX. 

The Secretary of each State Grange shall send to the Secretary of 
the National Grange two printed copies of the proceedings of his 
State Grange as soon as practicable after each annual session, and 
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also copies of the Constitution and By-laws of his State Grange* 
and the Secretary of the National Grange shall preserve in his office 
one copy of each of these documents. 

Article XXI. 

All communications, circulars and other documents transmitted by 
the officers of the National Grange or any department thereof to 
the Subordinate Granges shall pass through the office of the State 
Grange to which they belong. 

Article XXII. 
These By-laws may be altered or amended at any annual meeting 
of the National Grange by a two-thirds vote of the members present.

It would be well for those, who desire to organize a Patrons' Co- 
operative Association, to apply to the Subordinate Grange, within 
whose limits the Association is to be located, to adopt Article 38 of 
the Rules. 

Any member of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry, in good 
standing, may, with or without the consent of such Subordinate 
Grange, proceed to organize a Co-operative Association by obtaining 
subscriptions to the following articles of agreement :

The subscribers will agree upon a time and place of meeting, and,, 
at the time and place appointed, will elect a temporary Chairman 
and Secretary, and should then vote to form themselves into a Co- 
operative Association under the name of the Co- 
operative Association of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry, No.

This certificate should not be delivered until the share shall be 
paid for, in cash, to the Treasurer. 
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The Secretary and Treasurer should each keep a record of the 
certificates, together with all transfers of the same. 

The Directors should then appoint one or more of their number 
to make such purchases for the Association as the Directors may au- 
thorize, and should also select suitable persons to act as salesmen, 
and should assign to them such duties and compensation as the 
Directors may think fit. 

The purchases may be made through the State purchasing agent, 
or in the nearest and best market, where the goods can be obtained 
at wholesale rates ; and Co-operative Associations will find it to be 
much to their advant^e to combine their purchases and to co- 
operate as much as possible with all Patrons' Co-operative Associa- 
tions in their vicinity. 

The Directors should have printed on good, stiff paste-board a 
number of trade-checks, about as follows for each $1,000 of antici- 
pated business : 

1 cent, 3,000; 10 cents, 1,000; $1.00, 400; 

2 cents, 2,000; 25 cents, 600; $5.00, 200; 
5 cents, 4,000; 50 cents, 400; $10.00, 100. 

The trade-checks should be from two to three inches long and 
about one inch wide, as follows:'

It is well to have the trade-checks of different colors— I, 2, and 
Scents, white; 10, 25, and 50 cents, yellow; $1.00, red; $5.00, 
blue ; and $10.00, gray. 

Any other trade-checks may be issued to correspond with the cur- 
rency. 

Rules should be established to regulate the times for changing the 
smaller -trade-checks for those of larger denominations, and to de- 
clare that none but $i.oo, $5.00, and $10.00 checks should be 
placed on the check-books for the purpose of dividends of profits, 
or of interest on capital. 
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Check-books should be furnished for each member, in which 
should be entered the number of shares standing in his name, the 
amount of purchases for each quarter, the dividend of interest on 
shares, the dividend of profit on purchases for the quarter, and the 
amount withdrawn. 

The check-book should also contain the times and places of the 
meetings of the Association and of the Directors, the times for 
changing the trade-checks and for entering on the check-book, and 
for leaving the check-book for the purpose of calculating the divi- 
dends of profits and for the withdrawal of dividends, and such 
other information as may be deemed necessary.

A ledger account should be kept with each member to correspond 
with the check-book. 

Co-operative Associations mtist be careful to take out such licenses 
as may be required by the Internal Revenue laws. 

Co-operative Associations should deal in the best quality of goods 
for cash only, and should in no case undertake to compete with any- 
other Co-operative Association or trader. 

Co-operative Associations should dispose of their goods at a fair 
retail profit and about at the usual retail prices in the vicinity, and 
should commence by dealing in the principal articles of family con- 
sumption, such as groceries, boots and shoes, and ready-made cloth- 
ing. 

Fixed stock includes store-houses, fixtures, desks, scales, meas- 
ures, safes, and all articles needed to carry on the business and not 
kept for sale. 

In taking account of stock, all property should be entered at its 
true cash value. 

Every member should be furnished with a copy of the rules. 
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Practical co-operation does not necessarily imply buying by 
wholesale and distributing at cost, neither does its success depend 
upon buying from the producer and selling to the consumer. These 
are principles of trade to be generally commended. But successful 
co-operation is based upon the policy of investing the profits of 
trade for the benefit of the purchaser. 

If a number of persons, collectively, buy a stock of goods and 
distribute them to each other at wholesale or cost prices, there is no 
substantial evidence of profit, but an invariable creation of prejudice 
throughout the mercantile community. 

If, however, the same party dispose of their wares to themselves 
and others at usual retail rates, and invest the profits in favor of 
those who purchase, the transaction is^t once pronounced legiti- 
mate and laudable, and rapid accumulation of profit is the result. 
Let us illustrate : 

If $100 worth of articles be sold at wholesale rates, quarterly, for 
consumption during the year, there will be nothing at the close of 
that year to present either as an evidence of economy or thrift. 

But should that same amount be sold during the first quarter at 
retail, and the profits (that is, the difference between wholesale and 
retail prices) be invested in favor of the purchaser, there would, at 
the beginning of the second quarter, be $no to re-invest, if the 
sales netted only ten per cent. This amount, again invested in 
goods to be sold the second quarter at the same profit of ten per 
cent., would yield $121, to be invested at the beginning of the third 
quarter ; and the same operation repeated through the third quarter: 
would increase the amount to be invested at the beginning of the 
fourth quarter to $133.10. Continue this operation during the 
fourth quarter, and there would be, to begin the second year, a cap- 
ital of $146.41. Or, in other words, an investment paying quarterly 
dividends of ten per cent, is more than forty-six per cent, per an- 
num. 

It is not an extravagant assertion that, in all mercantile transac- 
tions, an exchange is seldom, if ever, made for less than ten per 
cent, profit. Hence, successful co-operation is dependent upon 
quick exchanges for cash, and cash only, and not upon wholesale buy- 
ing, or large marginal profits to secure extended credit. 
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RULES. 



I. NAME. 

This Association shall be called the Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, No. ^, of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry, in the 
State of — . 

II. OBJECT. 

The object of this Association is to establish and maintain general 
trade in merchandise, farm products, and machinery, for the mutual 
benefit of the shareholders and customers. 

III. OFFICE AND PLACE OF BUSINESS. 

The office and place of business of this Association shall be at 
such place as the Association shall designate. 

IV. MEMBERS. 

Any member of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry, in good 
standing, may become a member of this Association by subscribing 
and paying for at least one share therein, and by signing his name 
and place of residence to these rules. But no Patron shall continue 
a member unless he purchase goods from this Association to the 
amount of twenty dollars per year. 

V. LIST OF MEMBERS. 

A correct list of each member's name, place of residence, J)ost- 
office address, and name of Grange to which he belongs, shall be 
kept at the office of this Association, signed by the Secretary, and 
open to the inspection of any member; and no Patron shall be 
deemed a member for the purpose of receiving any interest on his 
shares, or any dividend of profit, or of voting, until his name ai>- 
pears on such list. 

VI. CAPITAL. 

The capital of this Association shall be dollars, and shr.!I 

be raised in shares of five dollars each, which shall not be transfer- 
able, except to members of this Association. When a member as- 
signs a share, the assignment shall be endorsed on the back of the 
certificate, and the same shall be surrenJered to the Directors be- 
fore a new certificate can be issued to the assignee. 
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VII. NUMBER OF SHARES. 

No member shall hold more than one hundred shares in the cap- 
ital of this Association. 

VIII. REDUCTION OF SHARES. 

Should th^ Directors have more money on hand than they can 
profitably invest in the business of the Association, they shall have 
power to reduce the number of shares by purchasing such number 
of shares as may be necessary, at the rate of five dollars . per share, 
together with interest thereon at the established rate since the last 
dividend of interest, the members having the greatest number of 
shares being the first required to sell. 

IX. NOTICE OF WITHDRAWAL. 

Members may withdraw any sum above twenty-five dollars on de- 
mand, with the consent of the Directors, but shall not have the 
right to withdraw more than five shares at any one time, unless 
ninety days' notice has been given, and a second notice shall not be 
given until the first has expired. 

X. WITHDRAWAL OR EXCLUSION. 

Any member may withdraw from this Association, and any mem- 
ber shall be excluded who ceases to be a member of the Order of 
Patrons of Husbandry. 

XI. CAPITAL RETURNED. 

Upon the withdrawal or exclusion of any member he shall receive 
payment of the capital advanced by him, with all arrears of interest 
and profits, if any, within six months after such withdrawal or ex- 
elusion. 

XII. DISTRESS. 

Any member being in distress may withdraw any sum he may have 
in the funds of this Association above five dollars, at the discretion 
of the Directors. 

XIII. DECEASE OF MEMBERS. 

Upon the decease of any member the Directors may repay, to the 
legal representative of such deceased member, all the capital owned 
by such member, at the time of his decease, together with all ar- 
rears of interest and dividends of profit, within six months after his 
decease. 

XIV; REDUCTION OF STOCK. 

The fixed stock shall be reduced as follows, viz : ten per cent, pec 
annum on filatures, two and one half per cent, on storehouses, shall 
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be deducted quarterly from their value, as shown in the books of 
the Association. 

XV. PROFITS. 

The net profits of all business carried- on by .said Association, 
after paying the expenses of management, making the proper reduc- 
tion in value of fixed stock, and paying the interest oiv the capital 
thereof as aforesaid, shall from time to time be applied, by vote of 
the Association, at the quarterly meeting of the Association, either 
to increase the capital or business of the Association, or for any ed- j 

ucational or provident purposes authorized by the Association, and ^ 
the remainder shall be divided among those who have purchased 
goods from this Association during the preceding quarter (to non* 
members one-half the proportion of members) in proportion to the 
amount of purchases during the quarter. 

XVI. DIVISION OF PROFITS. 

Each member shall receive out of the surplus profits of the Asso- 
ciation, after providing for the expenses thereof, each quarter, interest 
not exceeding eight per cent, per annum upon the capital standing 
to his credit in the books of the Association, as is declared at 
the quarterly meetings of the Association. 

XVII. OFFICERS. 

The officers of this Association shall consist of a Chairman, Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, and either four, six, or eight Directors, and either 
two or four Auditors. The Chairman and Secretary shall be Direc- 
tors €x officio. 

XVIII. ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer, one half of the Direc- 
tors, and one half of the auditors shall be elected at the quarterly 
meeting in January, or at the next regular meeting thereafter, and 
the remainder at the quarterly meeting in July, or at the next regu- 
lar meeting thereafter, and shall hold their several offices for the 
term of one year, and until others are elected. 

XIX. ELIGIBILITY. 

No member shall be eligible for the office of Director (except at 
the first and second elections after the organization) who has not 
been a member six months ; and no member shall be eligible for the 
office of Chairman (after the first election) who has not been a Di- 
rector in the Association. 
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XX. ELECTIONS. 

All elections shall be by ballot. 

XXI. VACANCIES. 

All vacancies shall be filled temporarily by the Directors until the 
next regular meeting, when such vacancies shall be filled by the As- 
sociation. 

XXII. MANAGEMENT OF BUSINESS. 

The Directors shall have the general management and supervision 
of the business of the Association ; shall appoint the salesmen and 
other employes ; and shall assign to them such duties and compen- 
sation as the Directors may think fit. 

XXIII. DIRECTORS. 

The Directors shall meet at such times and places as the Associa- 
tion may designate. 

A majority of the Directors shall constitute a quorum. 

The Directors shall in all things act for and in the name of the 
Association, and all acts and orders of the Directors under the 
powers delegated to them shall have like force and effect as if they 
were the acts and orders of a majority of the members of the Asso- 
ciation at a regular meeting thereof. 

All questions at such Directors' meeting shall be decided by a ma- 
jority of votes. 

Any two of the Directors may call a special meeting thereof by 
giving three days* notice in writing to the Secretary ; but no busi- 
ness shall be transacted at such special meeting but that specified m 
the notice. \ 

The Directors shall convene the meetings of the Association as is 
herein mentioned, and shall cause the accounts of all business car- 
ried on in behalf of the Association to be regularly entered in proper 
l)ooks, and shall cause a statement of the accounts of the Associa- 
tion, with all necessary vouchers up to the last day of the previous 
<[uarters or ten days before the quarterly meeting, to be made out 
and laid before the Auditors not less than ten days before the quar- 
terly meetings of the Association. 

All committees shall be subject to the Directors. 

XXIV. MANNER OF CONDUCTING BUSINESS. 

All money received on account of shares, contributions, or other- 
wise shall be paid to the Treasurer, unless otherwise ordered by the 
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Association, and shall be withdrawn only on the written order 
of the Chairman, countersigned by the Secretary, by a vote of the 
Directors ; and so much of the funds of the Association as are not 
wanted for immediate use or to meet the accruing liabilities shall, 
with the consent of the Association at any regular meeting, be in- 
vested by the Directors. 

The business of the Association shall be conducted for cash. All 
persons trading with this Association shall be furnished with checks 
representing the amount of their purchases. 

XXV. INVESTMENTS. 

This Association may invest such portions of its surplus in any- 
wholesale Co-operative Association as the Association may deter- 
mine, notice of the same having been given in writing at a previous 
regular meeting ; and such investment shall be made under the 
supervision of the Directors. 

XXVI. CHAIRMAN. 

The Chairman shall preside at all meetings of the Association 
and of the Directors, and in his absence a chairman shall be elected 
prv tern, from the Directors. 

The Chairman shall sign officially all contracts, also the records 
of the proceedings of all meetings of the Association and of the 
Directors. 

XXVII. SECRETARY, 

The Secretary shall attend all meetings of the Association and of 
the Directors ; summon all special meetings of the Directors ; keep a. 
correct record of the proceedings thereof; shall sign the same 
officially ; shall countersign all contracts ; and shall on all occasions^ 
in the execution of his office, act under the direction and control of 
the Directors. 

An Assistant Secretary may at any time be appointed by the Di- 
rectors. 

XXVIII. TREASURER. 

The Treasurer shall be responsible for the money paid to him on 
account of the Association. He shall balance his cash account 
weekly, and furnish the Secretary with a duplicate thereof, and 
shall, if required, attend any meeting of the Association or of the 
Directors. 



COOPERATIVE ASSOCIATIONS. ^J 

XXIX. SECURITY. 

Every person appointed to an office requiring the receipt, man- 
agement, or expenditure of money shall, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, give such security as may be deemed sufficient 
by the Directors. 

XXX. SALARIES. 

At any quarterly meeting of the Association the majority of the 
members present may assign to any officer of the Association such 
remuneration or salary as may be deemed proper. 

XXXI. DISQUALIFICATION. 

Any Director shall vacate his office if he holds any other office or 
place of profit under the Association, except such as may be assigned 
to him by Rule XXX, or if he is interested or participates in the 
profits of any contract with the Association. But no Director shall 
vacate his office on account of being a member of any company or 
association which has entered into contracts with or done any work 
for the Association of which he is a Director, provided that such 
Director shall not vote in respect to such contract or work. 

No salesman or other employe of this Association shall serve as a 
Director or Auditor, or be allowed to vote for any officer of the 
Association. 

XXXII. AUDITORS. 

The Auditors shall audit all accounts of the Association and see 
that they are correctly kept ; and shall present, at each quarterly 
meeting, a balance-sheet of all the receipts and disbursements, and 
also of the assets and liabilities of the Association, signed by them^ 
together with a statement of the affairs of the Association since the 
last quarterly meeting, and of its. then condition. They shall have 
authority to call for and examine all records, vouchers, papers, and 
documents belonging to the Association. 

XXXIII. REGULAR MEETINGS. 

Regular meetings shall be held in the months of January, April, 
July, and October, and at such other times as the Association may 
determine. 

The first regular meetings in January, April, July, and October 
shall be called quarterly meetings. 
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XXXIV. SPECIAL MEETINGS. 

Special meetings may be called by the Directors or by a majority 
of the members, by posting a notice, specifying the time, place, and 
objects of the meeting, at the meeting-room, and at the usual places 
of business of the Association, and by depositing in the post-office 
a prepaid letter or postal card containing a copy of such notice for 
each member, with his name and post-office addressed thereon, as 
recorded on the books of the Association, at least ten days before 
the time of meeting ; and no business shall be transacted at such 
special meeting except such as is specified in the notice for such 
meeting. 

XXXV. PLACE OF MEETINGS. 

Ail regular meetings shall be held at such place as the Association 
shall determine ; or, in case of unforeseen emergency, at such place 
as the Directors may designate. 

XXXVI. QUORUM. 

One foutth of the members shall constitute a quorum. 

XXXVII. EDUCATION FUND. 

This Association may appropiate two and one half per cent, of 
the net profits of the business for educational purposes. 

XXXVIII. ORGANIZATION. 

Any Subordinate Grange may, by a vote at a regular meeting, 
authorize the formation of a Patrons* Co-operative Association within 
the limits of such Grange ; and no other Co-operative Association 
shall be org£^nized within such limits without the consent of such 
Grange. 

XXXIX. NUMBER. 

All Patrons* Co-operative Associations shall take the number as- 
signed to the Subordinate Grange within whose limits the principal 
place of business is located ; and such number shall not be changed, 
and shall be registered in the office of the Secretary of the State 
Grange and in the office of the Secretary of the National Grange. 

XL. COMPLAINTS. . 

All complaints shall be made to the Directors in writing, signed 
by some member of the Association ; and the Directors shall make 
such investigation and decision thereon as they shall deem proper, 
subject to an appeal to the next regular meeting of the Association, 
whose decision shall be final ; and all complaints and decisions shall 
be entered in a book to be kept for that purpose. 
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XLI. SEAL. 

This Association shall have a seal. 

XLII. ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

I. Calling the meeting to order. 2. Reading and approving the 
records of the previous meeting. 3. Reports of the officers. 4. Re- 
ports of committees. 5. Unfinished business. 6. New business. 
7. Closing. 

XLIII. VOTING. 

At all meetings of the Association or of the Directors each mem- 
ber shall have one vote only. 

XLV. AMENDMENTS. 

These rules may be amended at any regular meeting, notice 
thereof having been given in writing, signed by some member, at 
a previous regular meeting. 



ADVICE TO MEMBERS. 

1. All Co-operative Associations should be incorporated. 

2. Care should be taken that all records, accounts, and vouchers 
are properly kept. 

3. Expose dishonesty and punish fraud. 

4. Buy as far as practicable from the producer and manufacturer, 
and sell to the consumer, if possible. 

5. Never depart from the principle of buying and selling for cash. 

6. Take account of stock and make settlements quarterly, 

7. Neither fear nor court competition. 

8. Choose only men of undoubted integrity and ability for your 
officers, and then give them your confidence. 
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PLAN FOR DISTRICT GRANGES, 

Recommended by the National Grange. 



The following plan for the organization of District Granges was suggested by 
the National Grange , at its Eighth Annual Session, for the purpose of securing 
uniformity throughout the Order. This action of the National Grange ^ however, 
is recommendatory only, and each State Grange is free to establish such regula- 
tions in the premises as it may deem best. —Proceedings Eighth Session, p. 93. 



PREAMBLE. 

It will be seen that the organization of Pomona Granges is in- 
tended and designed to ** strengthen and aid " the Subordinate or 
Fourth Degree Granges. While the beautiful and instructive lessons 
of this degree can not fail to broaden the understanding and culti- 
vate the moral and intellectual nature of all who receive it, at the 
same time the knowledge and culture there gained should be used 
by any member of the Degree of Pomona to strengthen and ad- 
vance the interest of the Subordinate Granges. 

They are also required to take especial charge of the business in- 
terests of the Order in their several districts. These interests are of 
vast importance, and daily growing in magnitude, requiring the best 
wisdom of those to whom they are intrusted. 

CHARTERS. 

Sec. I. Charters for Pomona Granges shall issue from the State 
Grange. 

Sec. 2. Applications for Charters shall be made to the Secretary 
of the State Grange, and be signed by the persons applying for the 

same, and be accompanied by a fee of $ . The number shall 

not be less than nine men and four women, who shall be Masters or 
Past Masters, and their wives who are Matrons, or Fourth Degree 
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Members, elected by Subordinate Granges in the district or county 
■where the Grange is to be organized, in the manner fixed by the 
Constitution of the National Grange. 

Sec. 3. On such application being received, setting forth, (i) 
that the good of the Order requires the organization of a Pomona 
Orange in the county or district ; (2) that a suitable room will be 
provided, with the necessary paraphernalia for the convenience and 
work in such degree ; it shall be the duty of the Master of the State 
Grange to provide for the organization and instruction of such 
Grange, in accordance with the ritual of the Fifth Degree, adopted 
by the National Grange. 

Sec. 4. On the reception of the certificate of the officers or dep- 
uty perfecting the organization that such Grange is organized, a 
charter shall issue in due form, containing the names of the charter 
members and bearing the date of the organization. The deputy or 
other officer, before completing the organization, shall see that the 
Toom provided is in proper order and suitably arranged ; that the 
officers are duly elected and installed, and that the membership fee 
is paid to the Treasurer of the new organization. It shall be his 
•duty to carefully instruct all officers in their several duties in the 
Tvork of the degree, and he shall be entitled to receive a reasonable 
compensation for such service. 

officers. 

Sec. 5. The officers of the Pomona Grange shall be the same as in 
the Subordinate Grange, and their rank and duties shall be such as 
are provided for in the ritual of the Fifth Degree. They shall be 
chosen at the regular meeting in January of each year, and installed • 
as soon as practicable thereafter. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec. 6. Masters and Past blasters and their wives who are Matrons 
— members of good standing in Subordinate Granges in the county 
or district — on filing a petition in due form, accompanied by the 
-membership fee, shall be entitled to receive the degree and member- 
ship in the Pomona Grange. Fourth Degree members, not to ex- 
ceed three from each Subordinate Grange, on filing a petition setting 
forth their election by their Subordinate Grange, accompanied by 
the fee of membership, and having been duly examined as to their 
knowledge of the work in the four subordinate degrees, and who 
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are in good moral standing, and duly elected, shall be entitled to 
receive the degree of Pomona and its benefits. It shall require three 
negative votes to reject. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec. 7. Pomona Granges shall meet once in three months, and 
may hold intermediate meetings as may be deemed necessary for the 
good of the Order. All meetings are confined to the Fifth Degree. 

fees for membership. 

Sec. 8. The minimum fee for membership in the Pomona Grange 
shall be . 

DUES. 

Sec. 9. The minimum of dues shall be cents per month 

for each member, payable quarterly. 

Sec. 10. The Secretary of the Pomona Grange shall report quar- 
terly to the Secretary of the State Grange in the same form and man- 
ner as from the Subordinate Grange, and pay a quarterly due of 

cents for each member to the State Grange, which payment 

shall constitute the whole of dues from Pomona Grange to State or 
National Grange. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Sec, II. Persons applying for membership in the Pomona Grange 
shall do so in the form prescribed by the State Grange, and they 
shall apply to the Grange in their own district. Should they desire 
to join a Grange outside their district, they shall first obtain the 
consent of the Grange claiming the jurisdiction. 

DEMITS. 

Sec. 12. Any brother or sister who is in good standing in the 
Pomona Grange, and clear of the books, shall be entitled to a demit 

card, on the payment of the sum of , which shall be valid for 

six months. Persons having such cards may be admitted to member- 
ship in another Pomona Grange, but" shall be subject to the same 
form of petition, examination, and ballot as those first applying for 
membership, except that a majority vote shall elect. 

REQUIREMENTS. 

Sec. 13. Reports in regard to business, stock, crops, implements,. 
&c., called for by the State Grange, must be made promptly and 
with as much exactness as possible, and certified to by the Master 
and Secretary. 
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Sec. 14. All circulars, information, or intelligence sent to the 
Pomona Grange shall be communicated to the members without un- 
necessary delay, and through them to the Subordinate Granges in 
their district. 

Sec. 15. All members of Pomona Granges shall be on the alert to- 
aid the Subordinate Granges in their district, and shall be prompt 
in communicating to them all matters affecting the interests of the 
Order. To this end they shall make it a rule to attend all the 
meetings of their Subordinate Grange with punctuality, and by their 
example and influence encourage the members, in accordance with 
the design and purpose of the organization. 

RESTRICTIONS. 

Sec. 16. Religious and political questions will not be tolerated a& 
subjects of discussion in the Pomona Grange, and no political or 
religious test for membership shall be applied. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Sec 17. The same rules of discipline as obtain in the Subordinate 
Granges shall apply to Pomona Granges, except that their jurisdiction 
shall only apply to Fifth Degree members against whom charges shall 
have been duly preferred, in accordance with the usages of the Order. 

BY-LAWS. 

Sec. 18. Each County Grange may make such By-laws for their 
own government (not to conflict with this Constitution or the Con- 
stitution of the State or National Grange) as they may deem best. 
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In all parliamentary matters, the Paruambntary Guids shall be regarded 
4is LAW ; and all rulings of Masters of State and Subordinate Granges must 
conform thereto. — Decision 94. 

Cushing's Manual is considered standard authority in this country, and 
is adopted as such on points not decided in the Paruambntary Guidb.— />#- 
vision 93. 

MEETINGS. 

1. Every Subordinate Grange should have an appointed hour as 
well as place of meeting, and all Patrons should be punctually prompt. 
At regular meetings, the entire order of business, as prescribed by 
the Manual, may be gone through with ; but at special meetings, no 
business shall be transacted but such as is mentioned in the call for 
■such meetings. ^ 

2. Regular meetings must be held at least once a month, or 
t)ftener if prescribed by the By-laws of the Grange ; and only one 
meeting, regular or special, can be held within twenty-four hours. 

QUORUM. 

3. A quorum is the least number with which a Grange can be 
opened in due form, and should be prescribed in the By-laws of every 
Subordinate Grange. If not so prescribed, thirteen members shall 
constitute a quorum. 

4. A quorum of a committee is a majority of all its members. 

DUTIES OF A MASTER. 

5. Precisely at the hour appointed for meeting the Master shall 
assume the chair and call the Grange to order. If a quorum be 
present, he shall proceed to open the Grange in due form. If a 
quorum be not present, he shall vacate the chair and await a speci- 
fied time for the assembling of the members. If a quorum fails to 
appear, he shall not open the Grange. 
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6. The Master must at all times preserve proper decorum and 
quiet in the Grange, and never allow interruption of the proceed- 
ings by unnecessary private conversation, too much moving about, 
personalities or exhibitions of temper in debate, or undignified and 
puerile behavior at any time by the members. 

7. His decision on all constitutional points shall be final, subject, 
liowever, to an appeal to the Master of the State Grange, or through 
him to the Master of the National Grange. 

8. He shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to 
the Grange. 

9. He may state a motion sitting, but must rise to put the ques- 
tion to the Grange. 

10. In the proceedings of the Grange he shall conform exactly to 
the '* Order .of Business," as published in the manual. 

PRESIDING OFFICERS. 

11. The courtesy of the Chair may at any and all times be ex- 
tended to a Past Master or visiting Master. 

COMMITTEES. 

12. Committees are of two kinds — Special and Standing. Special 
committees are raised for a particular purpose, and are considered 
discharged when that purpose is served. Standing committees are 
raised for the general good of the Order, and may continue . in ex- 
istence for one year. 

13. All committees shall consist of three members, and be ap- 
pointed by the Master, unless otherwise ordered by the Grange. 
The member first named on a committee shall be considered its 
chairman (though each committee shall be priviliged to elect its own 
chairman), who shall convene the committee and report the result 
of its deliberations. In his absence the next-named member shall 
take his place and perform his duties. 

THEIR REPORTS. 

14. When a committee is called upon for its report, the chairman 
or some other selected member, shall rise in his place and read the 
report, and hand it to the Master, who will then submit it to the , 
Grange. 

15. The report of any committee may be altered or amended, ,^ 
adopted or rejected, as determined by a majority of the Grange, 
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but should never be discussed until read by the Secretary, or from 
the chair by the Master. If the report contains simple statements 
of facts, it may be considered as a whole. If it contains a preamble 
and resolutions, the resolutions may be considered seriatim^ and the 
preamble voted upon subsequently. 

VOTING. 

1 6. In all elections the voting must be done by ballot, and a ma« 
jority will decide the election, except in the case of a candidate for 
membership, when three black balls or opposing votes will reject the 
applicant. 

17. All other voting, except when a division of the Grange is called 
for, shall be done by the voting sign of the Order. The questioa 
to be voted upon about being decided, the Master shall say, ** All 
voting in the affirmative will manifest it by the voting sign of the 
Order." He will then count and note the number. He will then 
say, " All voting in the negative will manifest it by the votmg sign 
of the Order," and count as before, and announce the result. Every 
member present should be required to vote, 

18. The voting sign is precise, and the Master shall always re- 
quire it to be given accurately. 

19.' "When a vote is taken by ballot or by calling the ayes and 
noes, the Master shall vote as other members. In all other cases he 
shall not vote, except when there is a tie vote;, in which case, if he 
fails to vote, the question shall be decided lost. 

MOTIONS. 

20. No motion can be made unless the mover rises and addresses 
the Chair. 

21. All motions or resolutions shall be reduced to writing, when 
demanded by two or more members or by the Master. They must 
be read aloud by the mover or Secretary, seconded, and then re- 
peated by the Master, before they can be debated ; and when stated 
from the Chair they are in possession of the Grange, and can not 
be withdrawn except by the consent of a majority. When properly 
stated, the Master should give the preference of the floor to the 
mover if he rises to speak. 

22. Any motion containing more than one subject may be divided 
when demanded by two members, and a vote shall then be taken on. 
each subject. 



PARLIAMENTARY GUIDE. j^^ 

23. Whenever any business is presented to the Grange in A crude, 
unfinished shape, it may, by motion, be referred to a committee for 
maturing and perfecting. This is called a commitment. 

24. If the committee report, and the subject-matter be so altered 
as to require further reflection, by motion, it may be recommitted 
to the same or another committee. This is called a recommitment. 

TIMES OF SPEAKING. 

25. No member shall be allowed to speak more than once to 
the same question, unless by consent of the Grange ; but this shall 
not prevent his speaking every time the same subject is presented in 
the form of a different question. 

26. The length of time allowed each speaker shall be determined 
by the Grange. 

27. After the question is submitted in the affirmative, and before 
the negative vote is taken, any member may rise to speak and con- 
tinue the discussion. 

DEBATE. 

28. A member, while speaking, shall refer to the person to whom 
he makes allusions as Brother (or Sister) A.; the Brother (or Sister) 
on my right or left ; or the Brother (or Sister) from (mentioning 
the State). 

29. No member shall interrupt another while speaking. 

30. When two or more members rise at the same time, the Mas- 
ter shall allow the floor to the one farthest from the Chair. Every 
member shall rise from his seat to speak, and shall address the 
Master on rising. 

31. AH offensive language, personal allusions, or discourteous 
conduct must be scrupulously avoided, and any member using ex- 
ceptional words in debate must be at once called to order, and not 
permitted to proceed without consent of the Grange. 

PRIVILEGED QUESTIONS. 

32. While a subject is under consideration certain motions may 
be submitted and claim precedence for decision, though themselves 
not all debatable. These are called privileged questions, and are as 
follows, having precedence in the order in which they are arranged, 
the first three of which shall be decided without debate : i. A 
motion to adjourn. 2. A motion to lie on the table. 3. A motion 
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for the previous question. 4. A motion to postpone to a day cer- 
tain. 5. A motion to commit. 6. A motion to amend. 7. A mo- 
tion to postpone indefinitely. 

TO ADJOURN. 

33. A motion to adjourn is always in order in deliberative bodies, 
and is only superseded by a motion to fix the day to which the assem- 
bly shall adjourn. 

34. A State Grange may adjourn from day to day till the day of 
closing. But a Subordinate Grange can not entertain a motion to* 
adjourn, because the Master will proceed to ** close " the Grange as 
soon as the " labors of the day are completed." 

LIE ON THE TABLE. 

35. A motion to lie on the table may be made to effect two ends : 
first, to temporarily postpone — that is, to lie on the table until some 
other question is disposed of, after which the subject may be takea 
again from the table ; second, to lie on the table unconditionally, 
which, if carried in the affirmative, prevents a discussion of the 
question tabled during that session of the Grange, unless through a 
vote of reconsideration. 

36. If a motion to lie on the table is decided in the affirmative, 
the main question, with all the motions pertaining thereto, is re» 
moved from before the Grange. To lay an amendment upon the 
table carries with it the question proposed to be amended. 

THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

37. A motion for the previous question shall be put as follows r 
The Master shall say, ** Shall the main question be now put ? " A 
majority shall decide, and, if decided in the affirmative, the vote 
shall first be taken upon the question under immediate discussion, 
and then on the main question ; if decided in the negative, the 
main question and pending amendments remain for discussion and 
action. 

38. No debate should ever be allowed upon the previous question 
after it is properly demanded. 

POSTPONEMENT TO A DAY CERTAIN. 

39. When any subject is postponed to a day certain, it is called 
the order for that day. There may be two or mor^ orders for the 
same day. 
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40. If no hour is fixed, then subjects in the order named take 
precedence of all other business for every part of that day until 
disposed of. If an hour is fixed for each subject on the appointed 
day, each becomes a special order for its hour. 

41. When a special order is called for, the regular business is. 
postponed until the special order is disposed of. 

TO COMMIT. 

42. A motion to commit may be amended by substituting a new- 
committee ; by increasing or reducing the number of members of 
the committee ; or it may be accompanied by instructions to the 
committee to introduce some particular amendment. If this latter 
motion be carried in the a$&rmative, the main question and every 
thing pertaining thereto is placed in the hands of the committee, 
who will report according to the directions given. In all other cases- 
the committee may make such report as it judges best. 

AMENDMENTS. 

43. Amendments must be decided before the questions from 
which they arise, and may be proposed in three ways: I. By in- 
serting or adding a word, phrase, sentence, or section. 2. By 
striking out some particular word, phrase, sentence, or section. 
And, 3. By striking out some particular part and inserting in its- 
stead some other word, phrase, sentence, or section. 

44. An amendment once adopted can not be further amended, 
except by reconsideration. But it is in order to propose an amend- 
ment to an amendment while the first amendment is under con- 
sideration. A motion to amend an amendment to an amendment is 
not in order. 

45. An amendment assumes the form of a substitute when it be- 
comes a new proposition, though relating to the subject under 
consideration. 

INDEFINITE POSTPONEMENT. 

46. A motion to indefinitely postpone may be amended by a 
motion to postpone to some day certain ; but its passage without 
amendment suppresses a question without coming to a direct vote 
thereon in a way that it can not be renewed dui4ng the same session 
of the Grange without reconsideration. 

DIVISION OF THE GRANGE. 

47. Whenever any member doubts the correctness of the decision, 
of the Master upon any question, he may call for a division^ 
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48. The result of the vote in this case will be arrived at by those 
voting in the affirmative rising and standing until they shall be 
■counted by the A. S. and L. A. S. as tellers, then resuming their 
seats, when those voting in the negative will rise to be counted. 
The tellers will report each count to the Master, who will announce 
•the result. 

THE QUESTION. 

49. Any subject submitted by any member for the consideration 
of the Grange is called a motion or resolution, and when it is stated 
by the Master it is called the question. 

50. Whenever deliberation upon any question appears to be 
closed, the Master shall rise and say, ** Is the Grange ready for the 
•question?" Unless interrupted, he will then proceed to state the 
•question and take the vote upon it. 

51. Whenever the Master can reasonably suppose there will be 
no objection to his decision, he may economize time and dispatch 
business by dispensing with a formal vote, and saying, «* If no ob- 
jection be offered the report will be received,*' <* The petition will 
be granted," **Thc Secretary will read the paper," **The member 
has leave to withdraw his motion," etc., etc. 

DIVISION OF THE QUESTION. 

52. Any member may call for a division of the question when it 
contains two or more distinct points. 

53. The member calling for a division should state the form of 
•division, and, if seconded, the Grange may order a division ; but it 
must be done by a vote, as the question of division assumes the 
nature of an amendment. 

QUESTIONS OF ORDER. 

54. When a question of order arises it suspends the proceedings 
and should be decided without debate, after which the proceedings 
are resumed at the point of suspension. 

55. Usually such questions are decided by the Master ; if, how- 
ever, his decision is not satisfactory, any member may object to it, 
and have the question decided by the Grange. This is called 
appealing from the decision of the Chair, and is placed in the posses* 
sion of the Grange by the following words from the Master : « Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the decision of the GranigeF'* This 
question is debatable, and may be participated in by the Master. 
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RECONSIDERATION. 

56. When any question has been decided, either affirmatively or 
negatively, it is competent for any member who voted with the 
majority to move a reconsideration at the .same meeting. If, how- 
ever, the subject upon which the vote was taken shall have been 
announced by authority and gone out of possession of the Grange, 
a motion to reconsider will not be in order. 

YEAS AND NAYS. 

57. Should a member call for the "yeas and nays," the Master 
will say: "There is a call for the yeas and nays; those in favor of 
the call will rise.*.' If five members, rise, he will say : "The yeas 
and nays are ordered." He will then state the question and 
say: "Those voting in the affirmative will say * yea,' when their 
names are called; and those of a contrary opinion *nay,' when 
their names are called; the Secretary will call the roll." The roll 
having . been called, the Secretary reads aloud the names of those 
Yoting in the affirmative and then those voting in the negative, that 
corrections may be made, then adds up the members on either side 
and hands the result to the Master, who announces it to the Grange. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

58. In deliberative assemblies matters of vital moment are usually 
referred to a committee of the whole house. 

59. Such a procedure is not applicable to a Grange, and must 
never be resorted to. No question can arise in a Grange that the 
Grange may not fully discuss in its organized capacity ; and should 
the Master be required to vacate his chair, his successor is already 
appointed by the ritual.

[It may be public if desired.] 



TTie Master calls to order and says : 

We have met on this occasion to install the officers of this Grange ; 
let us first invoke the blessing of God. \Calls up,] 

Chap, Almighty Father, Master of the Universe, and Giver of 
every good to mankind, we beseech Thee be with us on this occasion ;, 
bless those who shall at this time be installed officers of this Grange, 
and endow them with prudence and wisdom. Be with all the offi- 
cers of the State and National Grange, and all connected with our 
Order, and aid us in extending its benefits in all parts of our land. 
Be with all Orders and Associations having for their object the 
advancement of education and the moral welfare and happiness of 
mankind. We ask all in Thy name. Amen. 

OPENING ODE. 

M, [Calls down.] The officers elect will please seat themselves at 
the left of the alter. 

[ IV/teh seated lie sliall say :] 

Patrons and friends, be pleased to give an attentive ear to our 
worthy brother, who has been authorized to install our officers. 

[Installing officer may precede by an original address and close with 
the follouotng:] 

Since God created the earth, agriculture has existed. There is no- 
occupation that precedes it, no order or association that can rank 
with the tillers of the soil. Before literature existed, before govern- 
ments were known, agriculture was the first calling of man. The 
Order of Patrons is the only association that originates, exists and 
works with its members in their daily avocations. It is part of the 
farmer*s life ; it does not call him from his work to put his mind up- 
on any other subject, but tends to recreation in his daily duties, and, 
by cheerful instruction, to lighten and elevate his labor. Its teach- 
ings are the loftiest that man can seek. It does not interfere with 
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his religious or politicar views. In morality it seeks the highest 
point; honesty is inculcated^ education nurtured,. charity is a promi- 
nent characteristic, temperance is supported, and brotherly love 
cultivated. 

It is designed to bind the farmers together in fraternity, and, by 
encouraging education, advance to a higher state of perfection the 
science of agriculture. We aim to encourage the planting of fruits 
and flowers, by which to enhance the value and increase the attrac- 
tions of our homes, adorning them with thosis beauties so lavishly 
given us by the God of Nature ; and there is no calling more elevat- 
ing to the mind than agriculture, when viewed as instructed in our 
Order^ God, in the beginning, made it honorable, and it is our 
duty to sustain it as such. Discarding the principles which shut 
out woman from a knowledge of the mysteries, we open wide the 
door and bid her welcome. In so doing we claim a precedent, when 
God said, **It is not good for man to be alone." Ours is a social 
Order ; all can find herein something to enjoy, and we believe there 
is nothing better for a man than that he should eat and drink, and 
that he should make his soul enjoy good in his labor. It is from 
the hand of God. We ask none to join us who can not see good in 
their fellow-beings ; but to all those who have generous hearts and 
open hands to help the needy, raise the fallen, and are willing to aid 
in making the labors of this life cheerful, we say, welcome to the 
Grange. 

[To the members J\ Patrons, I am clothed with the power to install 
vour officers. 

[To officers elect] Placing confidence in you, that you will seek to 
add honor to your position by correct deportment, your companions 
have selected you as their leaders for the ensuing year. 

[To the Grange,] Patrons, is it your wish that Brother 

shall be installed as Master of this Grange ? 

Grange, It is. 

[Installing Officer's Assistant shall now conduct the Master-elect to the 
altar, and lie shall say ;] 

Assi't, Worthy Sire, I have the honor to introduce to you Brother 

— '. , who has been chosen as Master of this Grange. I believe 

him to be well skilled in our work, and observant of the noble pre- 
cepts of our Order, and have no doubt he will discharge the im- 
portant duties of his office with fidelity. 
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(Installing Officer shall then administer this obligation,) [Calls up.] 

I, , having been elected [Master] of — Grange, do 

solemnly pledge mj honor that I will perform all the duties apper- 
taining to the office, as far as in my power, until my successor is duly 
installed. I will support the Constitution of the National Qrange, 
the By-Laws of this Grange, and I will inculcate a strict obedience 
to all laws and edicts emanating from the proper authority. I will 
not take advantage of the position to bias, in any way, either directly 
or indirectly, the political or religious opinion of any member of 
the Order. [Calls down,] 

Inst. Off, Worthy Brother, in performing this duty, I must im- 
press upon your mind the importance of the position you hold. 
You will be foremost in advocating the principles and carrying out 
the objects of our Order. To you will not only those connected 
with your Grange look for example, but those outside the Gate will 
diligently scrutinize each act. Let me caution you, that you keep 
the eye of the mind open among your members ; encourage improve- 
ment; remember that nature's motto is onward; she never goes 
backward. 

You may encounter difficulties; overcome them, remembering 
that difficulties are but opportunities to test our abilities. As Master 
of this Grange, your fellow-laborers will look to you to devise work. 
A judicious Master will take due care that no time is lost in useless 
labor. Encourage improvement. Your Laborers may not at first 
comprehend the value of this, but it is your duty to instruct them ; 
and in thiV you will" come in contact with their minds ; if those be 
left uncultivated, if neglect is allowed to sow itself, the moral weed 
crop will meet your eye to baffle and torment you. 

It will be a prominent part of your duty, both in and out of 
the Grange, to encourage the education of the children within the 
limits of your jurisdiction, to see that they are not banished at 
the tender age of childhood from the school of early instruction to 
the labors of the fields before the mind has received that gentle 
care and training which enlivens, explains, and dignifies labor. 
[Calls up,] 

I now decorate you with the sash and the pouch of the Master of 
this Grange, and present you with the Master's gavel ; and in con- 
ducting you to the Chair I place in your hands the Constitution of 
the Order and Laws of this Grange. [Calls down,] 
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ReHring Master greets the neWt and, if he sees proper, can make a 
retiring speech. 

The other officers are now called up and receive the obligation together, 
after which. Installing Officer's Assistant introduces — 

OVERSEER. 

Inst. Off, Brother, your duty is to see that the orders of the 
Master are faithfully transmitted to the Laborers, and in his absence, 
to take his place. The Laborers come to you for instruction in their 
work and you are brought in contact with them. Your influence is 
direct; exert that influence with due care. Of all the sweeteners 
df human toil, of all the motive powers that give alacrity to the 
hand or foot, readiness to the will, intelligence to the mind and pur- 
pose, the quickest and most enduring in results, is the kind word 
spoken in season. 

In presenting you with the emblem of your rank; I need not urge 
you to be faithful in the performance of your duties. 

Assistant places sash and pouch upon him, conducts him to his seat and 
introduces — 

LECTURER. 

Inst. Off. Brother — '—^ — , to you is assigned the important duty 
of imparting instruction to the members of the Grange. To this 
end you will be prepared, at each meeting of the Grange, whenever 
the time will permit, to deliver short addresses, or to read, or cause 
to be read, short articles containing useful information, and to sug- 
gest topics for discussion by the Grange. 

You will also see that all addresses, lectures, and other information 
for the good of the Order, are promptly laid before the Grange, or 
distributed among the members. 

In selecting subjects, include the house and the home as well as 
the farm and the field ; for it is in the former that the rewards of 
labor upon the latter are finally enjoyed. A well-ordered household 
is essential to a happy home. 

I now have the pleasure of investing you with the sash and pouch, 
and of decorating you with the emblem of your office. 

Assistant conducts him to his seat and introduces — 

STEWARD. 

Inst. Off, "It is required of Stewards that they be found faith- 
ful." Your duty in the Grange is to set the new Laborers at work 
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and to learn their qualifications ; then to assign them their proper 
places. It requires good judgment upon your part. You are also 
to see that each one is suitably rewarded for his labor. You will 
find many who will claim a thorough knowledge of the business of 
the farm, and, at the same time, are ignorant of the first principles of 
the larws Of nature ; to these you will furnish every facility, by access 
to the library, to improve their minds, and use every effort to enable 
them to attain the highest rank in their calling. It is yours to guide 
your brother over the field and keep his feet from stumbling, until 
he is enabled to walk by himself; and herein it is necessary that you 
be faithful, having no respect to persons. It is also your duty to 
see that the property of the Grange is secured and all safely put in 
the hands of the Gatekeeper. Your emblem is the Spud, an ancient 
implement used by Stewards in passing through the fields to eradi> 
cate weeds that may have escaped the notice of the Laborers. Let 
it remind you of your duty, as a faithful Steward, to check the 
growth of weeds in our Order. 

Assistant places sash and pouch upon him^ conducts him to his seat and 

introduces — 

ASSISTANT STEWARD. 

Inst, Off, Brother, your duty is to guard the inner gate and assist 
the Steward in his labor's. Be cautious, be true. As the Assistant 
Steward, there are labors also devolving upon you which require 
that you look carefully to the welfare of those consigned to your 
charge. Your associations with the Steward should be of the most 
amicable nature. 

Your emblem is the Pruning Hook. The spear, beat into a prun« 
ing hook, is emblematical of peace. May it always remind you of 
your duty, to strive in preserving peace in our Order. 

Assistant places sash and pouch upon him, conducts him to his seat and 

introduces — 

CHAPLAIN. 

Inst. Off. [Places sash and pouch upon him,] Reverend brother, 
upon you devolves a labor that I trust will ever be a pleasant and 
cheerful task. In presenling you with this sacred volume, [calls up,} 
a text-book in which all look for wisdom and instruction, I need not 
urge you to be faithful in your calling. As the medium of this 
Grange to hold converse with theMaster of the Great Grange above, 
may you never intercede in vain. May the spiritual seed ypu shall 
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SOW fall on good soil and bring forth a hundred-fold. Cast thy 
bread up>on the waters and thou shalt gather it after many days. 
Remember the parable of the mustard seed. Brethren, befaoM your 
Chaplain. [Ca/ls down,] 

Assistant conducts him to his seat and introduces — 

TREASURER. 

Inst, Off, Brother, confidence in your honesty and integrity 
prompts your companions to deposit in your keeping the keys of the 
treasury. Take the emblem of your office, and may you prove to 
all that you are honorable and worthy of the trust. 

Assistant pieces sash and pouch upon him, conducts him to his seat and 

introduces — 

SECRETARY. 

Inst. Off. Brother, the duties of your office are the most arduous 
of all, requiring judgment, promptness and efficiency* You become 
the organ of the Grange, and through you communication is main- 
tained with the Granges throughout the land. Let your corres- 
pondence at all times be courteous, brief, yet comprehensive. The 
records of the Grange will ever be held as a valuable memento of 
your labors. Let them be exact, and a faithful history of its work. 

Assistant places sash and pouch upon him, conducts him to his seat 

and introduces — 

GATE-KEEPER. ' 

Inst. Off, Brother, in presenting you with the emblem of your 
rank, I caution you to be vigilant and watchful. Your position is a 
responsible one ; neglect on your part might enable an enemy to 
enter, rob the orchard and vineyard, or sow the ground with tares. 
Being chosen by your Fellow-Husbandmen is evidence that they 
hold you in high esteem. The jewels of the Grange are placed in 
your keeping, together with all its paraphernalia ; see that the gar- 
ments of the Laborers are suitable, and let none . enter the field 
except in proper attire. 

Assistant places sash and pouch upon fiim,^ conducts him to his seat and 
introduces — 

CERES. 

Inst. Off. Worthy sister, the ancients worshipped Ceres as the 
goddess of agriculture; but we, "in a more enlightened age, give 
you the honored position metaphorically, and to show our respect 
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for woman. Let woman elevate her ideas and labor to extend the 
sphere of her thoughts. As you have been chosen to grace this 
Grange and encourage your brothers by your presence to labor with 
diligence, I place this wreath upon your head and the sickle under 
your protection. Revere the one and guard the other; they are 
significant of the bounties of God, that can only properly be gar> 
nered by the labor of man. 

Assistant conducts her to her seat and introduces — 

POMONA. 

Inst, Off, In placing upon^ your brow .this wreath of fruit blos> 
soms, it is to ai4 your associates in our Order and to encourage . the 
association of women in our work. In placing in your hands this 
branch, ladened with fruit blossoms, let us remember that no trees 
bear fruit in Autumn which do not blossom in Spring. To the end 
that our age be profitable and laden with good fruit, let all endeavor 
that our youth may be studious and replete with the blossoms of 
observation and learning. 

Assistant conducts her to her seat and introduces — . 

FLORA. 

Inst, Off, Selected to personate Flora in this Grange, I cordially 
welcome you, and trust the ardor you will evince in the culture of 
flowers will prompt all your associates to beautify their homes with 
them. Their culture and study invariably elevate and never degrade. 
I crown you with this wreath, emblematical of every grace and virtue 
that should be found in woman. . 

Assistant conducts her to her seat and introduces— 

LADY ASSISTANT STEWARD. 

Inst, Off. Sister, as Lady Assistant Steward of this Grange, I pre- 
sent you with the Shepherd's crook. It is emblematical of care and 
kindness as well as innocence and purity. It is your duty to con* 
duct your sister initiates and keep their feet from stumbling. At 
your hands alone are they enabled for the first time to see the in- 
terior of a working Grange, and it is by you that they are decorated 
as sisters in our Order. May the impressions made by you upon 
their minds be good and the association so formed an honor to all. 

Assistant conducts Lculy Assistant Steward to her seat, (Calls t^,) 
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Inst. Off, And now I declare the officers of this Grange duly in- 
stalled. May your labors be pleasant and your duties faithfully 
performed to the satisfaction of all working under you. Be cheerful 
and united. Behold how good and how pleasant it is for brethren 
to dwell together in unity. 

CLOSING ODE. 

And now. Patrons, removing from our hearts all jealousies and 
hatred, and bitterness of feeling towards other orders and associa- 
tions, let us strive with them, working hand in hand for the good 
of our fellow-beings. Let us remember that amid all that is bright 
and beautifui-in-nature, > there < is nothing that blooms with such 
unfading colors, there is no perfume on earth fraught with such fra- 
grance as the flowers of good works and the sweet-smelling savor 
of that pity which feels for the wants and relieves the distress of 
our sisters and brothers. 

BENEDICTION.

The Ceremony of Dedicution must be performed by the Master of the 
State Grange ^ or by some member of the State Grange specially deputized 
■iy him to do so. 

If by the Master himself the language of the first response of the 
Dedicating Officer willy of course y be varied to suit the circumstance. 

7 'he ceremony may be performed in tlu presence of a general audience^ 
4>r within the Grange y with closed doors. If the ceremonies are to be pub- 
lic^ the Grange will meet and open in the old Grange Hall. 

The officers and members will be clad in full regaHay and the officers 
^-will wear their jewels and bear their emblems of office^ 

After the Grange is openedy tlie Master of. the Grange whose hall is to 
J>e dedicated will risCy call up, and address the DedicfUihg Officer as 
follows: 

WouTHY Sir : It gives me pleasure to announce to you that the 

members of Grange, No. — , have erected a hall for the use 

and occupancy of the Grange, which they desire to have formally 
dedicated to the service of the Patrons of Husbandry, in accord- 
ance with the forms and usages of the Order. 

The Dedicating Officer responds cls follows : 

Worthy Master: The Worthy Master of the State Grange 
hns been informed of the commendable zeal and enterprise of the 
officers and members of Grange, No, — , and of the com- 
pletion of their work ; and he has been pleased to deputize me to 
visit you, and . to inspect and formally dedicate your hall, if found 
suitable and satisfactory, which, with the assistance of your Grange, 
I am now ready to do. 
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The Worthy Master then directs the Master of Ceremonies to form the 
procession, which is done in the following order (in two ranks) : 

Members of the GrangCy men. 

Visiting members of the Order, men, 

• Members of the Grange, women. 

Visiting members of the Order, women. 

Officers of the Grange according to rank, in inverse order. 

Visiting officers of other Granges, 

Members of the National Grange, 

Master. — Dedicating Officer — Overseer, 

Flora — Pomona — Ceres, 

77ie procession, tender conduct of the Master of Ceremonies, will move 
in this order, or left in front, to the hcUl to be dedicated. 

Upon arriving at the entrance the procession; will halt, open ranks, and 
face inward. 

Flora, Pomona, and Ceres will pass through the avenue thus formed^ 
immedmtely follorwed by the Master, Dedicating Officer, and Overseer, 
and the other officers and Members, so that the procession will erUer the 
hall, right in front. 

As the procession enters the band or choir will perform an appropriate 

f>iece of 

MUSIC. 

Flora, Pomona, and Ceres proceedyot imce to their seats upon the plat- 
form or dais, and the members repair to their seats. 

The officers, preceded by the Master of Ceremonies, pass four times 
around the hall, inspecting its finish and appointment, , Upon the cofn- 
f>letion of the fourth circuit, the officers of the Grange assume their re- 
spective stations, visiting officers taking seats reserved for them, and the 
Master, Dedicating Officer, and Overseer occupying seats upon the plat- 
form, a Utile to the right and in front of Flora, Pomona and Ceres, 

When all are seated tlie Master fises and addresses the Dedicating 
Officer, as follows: 

Worthy Sir: The officers and members of — Grange, 

No. — , have, at great labor and expense, erected the hall in which 
yrt are now assembled, that the Grange may have a permanent 
home therein. Previous to occupying the same, they desire that it 
may be formally dedicated to the use for which it is designed, 
according to the custom and usage of the Order of the Patrons 
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of Husbandry. The work has been designed and executed by 

, (naming the architect or contractor), from whom I am now 

ready, in the name of the Grange, to receive the keys. 

T/t^ Architect approaches the platform in front of the Master ^ responds 
as follows^ and presents the keys : 

Worthy Master : It gives me pleasure to report the comple- 
tion of the work assigned me to do ; and permit me to express the 
hope that it has been done to your satisfaction. 

I now have the honor of presenting you with the keys, thereby 

formally transferring the possession of the hall to Grange^ 

No. — . 

The Master receives them and addresses the Building Committee^ thus : 

Brothers ; You were appointed by the 

Grange as a committee to procure the erection and furnishing of 
this hall. Are you satisfied that it has been well done^ and the 
contracts therefor fully complied with ? 

The Chairman of the Building Committee rises and responds in the 
affirmative J when the Master turns and addresses the Architect^ thusi 

Allow me to congratulate you upon the successful and satisfactory 
completion of your work. May your life-work, when presented to 
the Grand Master above, meet with equal acceptance, and may 
you receive from Him the commendation, '* Well done, good and 
faithful servant." 

The Architect retires to his seat. The Master turns to and addresses 
the Dedicating Officer, cts follows : 

Worthy Sir : In tolTen of the devotion of this Grange to the 
principles of subordination and fealty which make our Order strong 
and powerful, and which alone can make it perpetual, I have 
the honor, as its Master, of transferring to you, as representative 
of the Slate Grange, the keys of this hall. 

The Dedicating Officer replies : 

Worthy Master and Patrons: The custom of celebrating 
the completion of public buildings by some formal ceremony i& 
as old as the art of architecture. The custom of formally dedi* 
eating halls or buildings erected for special purposes, to the pur* 
pose for which they are designed, is equally venerable. We follow^ 
therefore, the most established precedents in celebrating the oc- 
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cupancy of this beautiful hall by dedicating it to the use of the 
Order of the Patrons of Husbandry. As that family is more closely 
bound together by home and household ties that gathers nightly 
around its own hearthstone and beneath its own roof-tree, so that 
society is more firmly established that meets within its own walls. 

I congratulate you upon the wise forethought that prompted 
you to provide yourselves with this beautiful Grange hoine ; and I 
trust that not only you, but your children and your children's 
children will meet here in fraternal amity, and that the spirit of 
discord, contention, or ill-will may never cross your threshold. 

The organization in whose interest and in whose honor we ha^e 
assembled to-day, though of recent and rapid growth, was not the 
creation of a night, and can not perish in a day. 

Founded upon the necessities of husbandry, if we are true to 
its principles and true to ourselves, it can not pass away until those 
necessities have been answered and its beneficent work performed. 
Like water from a never-failing fountain, it will lighten the labor 
of the husbandman, make fruitful fields more productive, and the 
barren wastes to bloom. 

Every advance in the world's progress has been made by the 
combined efforts of men exerted through organization. In the in- 
fancy of the human race the necessities of mankind compelled 
them to associate for mutual assistance and protection. 

The earliest form of these organizations was doubtless of a family 
or tribal character. In time they became stronger, more compact, 
and more extensive, until hundreds of millions of people were 
sometimes embraced within the same governmental organization. 

Subordinate to these, similarity of belief, of aspiration, and of 
interest has, in every age and country, in like manner induced or. 
compelled the formation of religious, educational, and protective 
associations, as numerous and as various as the necessities that 
gave them birth. 

The history of the world is but the history of organization, and 
demonstrates alike its necessity and its beneficence. 

In all the organizations of the past, woman has been practically 
either excluded or ignored. 

This Order, the last and grandest outgrowth of the necessities 
of mankind, admits her to a full and equal participation in its 
mysteries, its instructions, and its benefits. 
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To it belongs the honor of recognizing her eqnal rights, and of 
calling to its councils her finer perceptions and intuitions. 

The Grange door swings inward as readily at the gentle touch, 
of woman as to the ruder knock of man. 

She is conducted not to a silent and humble seat in its congre> 
gation, but is given an equal voice in its councils, and shares with 
•her brother its most exalted honors. 

Every nation of antiquity, sufficiently enlightened or cultured to- 
possess a religion or a literature, represented the beneficent attributes 
of Deity, the virtues that adorn human character, and the genial in- 
fluences of nature, under the name and the graceful form of woman. 
But for woman herself they had little consideration. Her rights were 
limited to the capricious concessions of her lord and master, and her 
privileges were held upon the uncertain tenure of his will. 

But God be thanked ! her day of deliverance has come at last. 
This noble Order bears her up upon its strong right arm, and holds 
above her its shield of protection. 

We recognize and will defend her title to this position, and ask 
of her in turn to strengthen us by her sympathy, and encourage us 
by the elevating and refining influence of her presence. She repre- 
sents with us the Faith, the Hope, and the Charity of the Order. 
Our altar would lack its chiefest consecration if not blessed and en- 
dowed by her, 

Will she, therefore, lay thereon her offering, and invoke the 
blessings of peace, prosperity, and perpetuity upon our Order ? 

Before proceeding to dedicate this hall to the use of the Patrons 
of Husbandry, let us all reverently unite with our Chaplain in in- 
yoking the Divine blessing upon our work. No one lives in so 
close communion with the Creator as the tiller of the soil. To him 
the mysterious and wonderful processes of growth and development 
constantly preach of man's dependence upoii Divine aid ; and the 
ripened grain bows its head in acknowledgement of the truth that, 
though Paul may have planted and ApoUos may have watered, it is 
God who has^^iven the increase. 

; The erection of our altar has been left until this time, that all 
might reverently join in the elevation of this emblem of our faith 
in Qod, our hope for His continual blessing and protection, and pur 
. practice of that charity which He has commended as the greatest of 
the virtues. •" . 
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The AssistatU Steward and Lady Assistant Steward^ accompanied by 
four altar^bearers {two sisters and two brothers) ^ selected for the occasion^ 
retire to the preparation-room^ where the altar has been placed; and re^ 
tumingy the four altar-bearers bear the altar^ ptecedect by the Lady As^ 
sistant Steward and followed by the AssistatU Steward, They plctce the 
ahar in posHtonf and return to their seats. 

As they enter the room the Master calls up. When the altar has been 
placed in position. Flora, Pomona, Ceres, the Master, Dedicating Oj^Uer^ 
Overseer, Chaplain, and Lecturer leave their respective seats and place- 
themselves around and facing the altar, thus :
